Keep carefully 
hoed and free from weeds, and the plants will be in condition to set out the succeeding spring. The soil 
for the permanent beds should be thoroughly manured and trenched. Plant in rows three feet apart and 
one foot between the plants in the rows, and let the crown of the plant be covered about six inches deep.
